The subject matter of claim 1 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of 
documents 1 , 3 and 5 cited in the ISR. In document 1 , after transfer onto a tray, a paper retaining 
claw 71a is used for retaining. Gripping at near a printing section is described in document 5 
(discharge roller pair 254). Furthermore, printing a medicine image is described in document 3. 

The subject matter of claim 2 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of 
documents 1, 3 and 5 and document 2 cited in the ISR. It is described in document 2 that if there are 
plural medicine bags for each patient, they are collected. 

The subject matters of claims 3-5 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of 
documents 1-3 and 5 and document 4 cited in the ISR. Being able to draw in the horizontal direction 
is described in document 4. 

The subject matter of claim 6 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of 
documents 1-5 and document 6 cited in the ISR. Locking is described in document 6.
